The morning Chicago papers contained 
harrowing details of . a '-.' tragedy ■ which" 
occiired at, Woodstock in McHenry county, 
the central figure in which, Benjamin F. 
Ellsworth is welt known throughout Lake, 
county, especially among horseinen. 

Ellsworth was a blacksmith, nnd a pros- 
perous citizen of Woodstock. For some 
time past a retired farmer, Amos W. 
Anderson, had made his home with the 
Ellsworths and- from tb is circumstance 
conditions arose which led to the killing.' 
Matters reached a cricis when in response 
to a signal ' by- Ellsworth's son Ellsworth 
entered his home and shot his wife and 
Anderson, and then turned the weapon on 
himself with a fatal affect. 

The triple tragedy has Btirred Wood- 
stock greatly, The Bon," Earl Ellsworth, is 
helctunder arrest pending investigation, 
and upon advice of his lawyers be re Cusps 
to make any statement.

|lu*co*Vhn effort ia made' to take tho 
sinalj-pox patients to the seventh ward ball 
a" battle will ensue between the police and 
health officers'on one side ami a guard of 
fifty citiiens oh the other.: The citizens 
vow that they will, burn the hall . before 
tliey will nltow it to. be used for a-pest- 
house. 

A "guard of men surrounds the . hall pre- 
pared to resist by force the attempt to be 
made to turn .the building into an isolation 
hospital. The guards are only apart of on 
Organization .hastily of -property owners 
Sunday evening. There are. two hundred 
in all and they are determined. 

The building is owned by M. M. Secor, 
a former mayor of Racine, It occupies 
irround owned by the city,, however,, nnd 
it is probably on this account that the 
chief of poliece took poseoston of it.' Mr, 
S^cor'gavo the use of the building to the 
people of the neighborhood for holding 
public meetings and ns a voting place. 
He said that he had not authorized its use 
as a pesthuuso and would not consent to 
the hall being so used.- He declared that 
he' would move the building off the lot if 
a smallpox patient is placed In it, 

.Chief of Police Pfister says he will go 
ahead with his plans nndjw|ll have small- 
pox patients moved in the hall Monday. 
- TI10 board of health 1 met Monday and 
decided to try and get some building on 
the outskirts of the ' city for nn isolation 
hospital. If they are unable to secure a 
building they will take posession of the 
Seventh Ward hall, even though force is 
necessary, ' It is absolutely necessary to 
have a pesthouse as new cases, of smallpox 
are breaking out every day.

; 'Tint oiietence or a singular. -town Is 
brought to notice hy tha introduction 
of Senator Mai lory or Florida of a bill 
to provide public schools, one toi 
white, the other for colored, children 
In the town ot Warrington,' Fla. Tha 
reference of .the. bill to the Secretary 
ot, the' Navy for his /opinion on Its 
merits Is apparently unusual and un- 
necessary; but It is really highly prop- 
er, as the facts about-Warrlngton show. 

- At the close'-of the Civil War the 
business of the navy yard "at Pensa^ 
cola was considerable, and the number 
of employes was large. Many of ths 
persons working in the yard "squatted" 
upon the 'unoccupied land . comprised 
within the naval reservation, and ob- 
tained permission from tha department 
to build homes thereon. The number 
.of home builders Increased even after 
the temporary activity of the navy 
yard was Biiccfieded by the lethargy 
that came over the navy and' lasted for 
nearly twenty years. In time, the 
group of houses ..assumed proportions 
of a town* then it; took a' name, and 
became Wlrringfon, The Postofflce De- 
partment recognized Its rights, gave It 
a poatoflice, which later it made, a 
money-order office, and now the town 
has some 300 houses, six churches, sev- 
eral stores, and a population -of more 
than -1,500 persons. 

The commander of the Pensacola 
navy yard rules the town; the Inhabi- 
tants pay no taxes, and hava no votes. 
The place Is kept in order by the cap- 
tain of the ward, and "policed" as the 
rest of the naval reservation is. Tha 
bureau of yards, and docks installed 
and maintained the electric lights nnd 
the sewer system, though very few of 
tho Inhabitants are employed by the 
government. By Tar a greater part of 
those who thus enjoy the nation's care 
ore 'engaged In fishing or In farming 
lor a living. , . 

"Now Senator Mallory thinks that In 
addition to providing light, clean 
streets and sanitation of the most im- 
proved: type, the government should 
also provide schools for the children 
of the untaxed dwellers In -Warrington, 
and accordingly Introduced his bill.

CLUDES WAUKEGAN 



Same Amount as Last Tear Reeom* 

mended In River aud Harbor Bill 

for Waukegan Harbor. 

- Telegrams from Washington late Satur- 
day afternoon said : 

■ -VTbe Rivers and Harbors committee 
agreed late in the day to report it's bill-to" 
the House., ft carries an appropriation of 
86O,70O;O00.. Of this amount .824,000,000' ■ 
is in cash appropriations, to become avail- 
able on July 1, while $30,7000,000 is pro- ■,; 
vidfd for continuing contracts,. ' 

"For improving the harbor nt Wau- 
kegan $100,000 is appropriated and a con- 
tinuing contract for 8245,000 is. rauth- 
orized.'* 

It will thus be seen that unless the. un- 
expected occures this year as last when 
the river arid harbor bill was talked, to'* 
death, that Waukegan wilt get its big ' 
horbor appropriations.' 
. There seems' to be ' little fear '. that the 
bill will fail this year and as there was -no 
opposition last year to the Waukegan item 
it will doubtless go through unaltered so 
fur as this city is concerned.

crowd at Chattanooga and the people 
presented the -prince with n handsome 
souvenir of his visit, Nashville also made 
a demonstration of friendliness, ns did 
Louisville nnd Indianapolis, 

It was 8 o'clock when the special pull- 
ed Into the station nt Chnttnnooga, and 
the local reception committee, headed by 
Newell Sanders .aud accompanied by 
Pension Commissioner H. Clay- ISvnns 
and Gen. H, V. Boynton, came forwHrd 
to formally greet the prince. There were 
n great throng In nud about the depot nnd 
It broke Into hearty cheers when tho 
prince appeared at the rear of the car 
Columbia, lie wore tho uniform of an 
admiral and saluted when he faced tfc.o 
crowd. . 

He and his party were taken by spe- 
cial electric train to the Inclined rail wily 
that climbs the rugged fuce of Lookout 
Mountain. They made the ascent In two 
enrs, the prince, escorted by Gen. Boyh- 
ton and Commissioner Evans, riding on 
the rear plntform of the first. The morn- 
ing wns fairly clear when the car began 
the nscent., and the splendid pnnoramlc 
view Quickly came into vision. 
' Hears Story of Battle. 

As the prince reached the crest of Me 
mountain the Bun broko through the 
grayish clouds, and for a short time the 
view was excellent. Gen. Boynton, who 
participated in the Chattanooga opera- 
tions with Sherman's army nnd la clinlr- 
mnn of tho Chlcknmaugn Nattonn] Park 
Association, accompanied tho prince 
down jilong the ridge of tho mountain

WINTER WHEAT IMPROVED. 



Government Crop Report Shown Bct- 
tc'rcft Condition • - . 

The moot lily crop report issued by' the 
wenther bureau says the northern portion 
of the winter wheat belt wag unusually 
well protected by snow during the month 
and nu improvement In the condition of 
winter wheat is ludicnted over the north- 
ern portions of Ohio; Indlnnn, Illinois and 
Missouri, the outlook being less favorable 
in the southern portions of these States 
ami lu Kentucky, Tennessee and Arkan- 
sas. The severe sleet storm nenr the 
close of Jnuunry left a largo portion of 
the Ohio vniley covered with ice. In Ne- 
braska nnd Kansas the crop ns n whole Is 
in. prime condition. Special reports wore 
received from the following Stales:

Kinley. . John ^Hay, premier, of Mr. Mc- 
Klnley's cabinet, pronounced the eulogy 
on bis' dead chief, It- was one of the most 
lmprosalve assemblages ever seen in the 
great Hall of Representatives. President 
Roosevelt, Princo Henry of PruBBtn, the 
members of the cabinet, the Justices, of 
the .Supreme Court, the. general' of ..the" 
army nnd officers of the army and na-vy 
who hnve received the thanka of Con- 
gross, the ambassadors and other diplo- 
matic representatives of. foreign coun- 
tries, Senators and. Representatives In 
Congress and n large number of distin- 
guished guests were present.. 

Four times In the history of the coun- 
try aimllnr services have been held for 
Presidents who have died In office. It 
was the third commemoration of a chief

magistrate fallen by the hand of an as- 
sassin. George Bancroft, the historian, 
eulogized Lincoln, nnd to Blnlne fclltba 
duty of apeaklng'bf Garfield.. It was'emi- 
n'cntly fitting that the' last public cere-, 
monlal of sorrow for tbo lamented' Mc* 
Kinlcy should take place In the forma 
which had echoed his voice, In the arena 
where he won his spurs. 

Anniversary of Garfield Gcrvlce. 

By a strange coincidence Thursday wat 
the twentieth- anniversary of the day on 
which Blaine In* the same hall delivered 
his eulogy of the martyred Garfield, and' 
Mr. McKlnley wns the chairman of the 
committee that had charge of tho ar- 
rangements on that occasion. . 

Only one year before, less five days, 
at the bend of nn Imposing civic nnd mil- 
itary procession, McKlnley passed along 
Pennsylvania avenue for Mb second in- 
auguration* Six months Inter the tragedy " 
occurred at Buffalo, nnd another but dif- 
ferent procession tenderly bore hla bod/ 
through the streets to the rotunda of the 
capltol, where the brief funeral oration 
was delivered over his colllu and the trib- 
utes of tho nations of. the earth about his 
bier bespoke universal sorrow. 

If the exercises of Thursday possessed 
more ImprcsslTcncss than those for Lin- 
coln nnd Garfield it wns doubtless due to 
the startling sameness In all three of tbo 
crimes, the utter usclcssncss of the nets, 
and the problems presented, by. them that 
the people's rcprescntntives feel It their 
bounden duty to solve. 

This, at least, was the burden of tho 
address presented by Secretary Hay, the 
orator of the occasion. Mr. liny referred 
(n bis Introductory remarks to the blame- 
less life led by each of the martyred Pres- 
idents, to the obscurity of their sssas* 
sins, nnd particularly to the strength of 
this well-ordered republic, which had seen 
three chief executives, fall .without feel- 
ing the slightest tremor of fear for the 
nation's safety. lie spoke -of the crime 
of revolutionary anarchy that had only 
done Injury to itself in striking at tho 
nation's bend, of tho dark and Intricate 
problem which this peculiar form of 
crimlnnlity presented, nnd he expressed 
his confidence that It ought to be within 
the compass or democratic government 
to guard against the aberrations of an- 
archists, "to take away from them the

Secretary liny spoke feelingly. as friend 
docs of friend, and his words fell upon 
sympathetic cars. .What ho snld the na- 
tion indorsea, Ai\tl the Institutions which 
did not tremble when McKlnley fell; 
which bore, that even -greater stress if 
Lincoln's death, surely will prove Btrong 
enough to render of little effect the ele- 
ments of disorder nnd violence vvldch 
gave occasion to the memorable day,

Weather conditions again 
Interfered somewhat with 
the free movement of trade 
In some parts of the country, but the 
West has not' been affected. 
- The outlook for consumers of iron and 
steel products 1ms not improved. It Is 
said that some of tbe structural mills 
arc out of the market already so far as 
business for delivery, this year Is con- 
cerned. The scarcity of Iron and the de- 
mand from manufacturers of this country 
In foreign markets has led to advances In 
prices In Germany and in the Ulnsgow 
market. -.German mills have raised the 
price of s,teel billets $2 a ton, < which is 
said to prohibit Imports to this country. 
Iron bars have also been ndra need by 
German mills, A Montreal company, 
which Is reported to have oversold to the 
United States, was among the purchas- 
ers In the Glasgow-market. The 30,000 
tons .of steel mils bought In England by 
n Southern railroad will be delivered at 
Florida, the cost at the port here being 
?20 a ton, or between $31 and.|32 with 
the duty. The United States Steel Cor- 
poration has bought 100,000 tons "of Uea- 
semcr pig Iron for delivery in the third 
qunrter of the curreot year nt $10 o ton. 
This Is an advance of 25 cents per ton 
over tbe last purchase, but Is less than 
smaller buyers have been paying. Cop- 
per remains quiet, with quotations a lit- 
tle below the mark to which tbey were 
priced on tho last advance. 

The labor situation Is generally good. 
Operatives la the Important Fall Klver 
mills ore expected to ask for a raise In 
wages this spring. Disturbances in 
llhode Island woolen mills have not yet 
been entirely settled. Coal operators feel 
easy, as there are no present Indications 
of trouble in the mines. Cotton made a 
further advance, selling at the .high quo- 
tation of this crop. Cotton goods are 
also firm, and better indications are not- 
ed for the export markets.

One can hardly believe that the late ex- 
pose of state political methods has any 
thing to do with the situation for then we 
would hear more or less discussion, even 
this is absent, yet there is no doubt but 
that the fiat has gone forth to those who 
are on the inside of the scheme to fix del- 
egations of the several townships for the 
coming conventions. The lethargic condi- 
tion of the people is one of the bad features 
that permits bad legislation, and it is 
likened' to that of the late presidential 
election,* 

It wilt be remembered how much corn 1 
plaint was made on this score by the lead- 
ers in that campaigne. Indeed en alarm- 
ing bad it become that an extra effort was 
made to get the best orators in tho field 
quickly and it was the spellbinders that 
finally aroused this dormant or disinterest- 
ed condition of tho public..-. Ordinarily at 
this time some interest is provoked by the 
interest or activity of principals but no 
where is it apparent as yet. 
. This apathy cannot be accounted for on 
the score of general satisfaction with the 
candidates, even. if most of them so-far as 
known aro up for reelection. The only 
tangible solution of tbe subject seems to 
lie in the disposition of county candidates 
to wait until after tho senatorial nnd con- 
gressional conventions are held. It is well 
known among our people as well as else 
where, that professional politicians are 
something like the old world expression, 
"Tbe King is dead, and long live the King, 
i. e„ off with the old, on with the new." 
Principals ought to be tbe Governing motive 
rather tlmn popularity ofthcraan. When an 
official has made a ^ood record as lo ability, 
state ma nship nnd satisfied his constitu tents 
in most instances it is not good policy to 
change. Such official* Jiiwe vastly moro 
influence than new or inexperienced mem- 
bers. Especially is this so in congress, but 
they should have made a favorable record 
in order to base a claim for further favor. 
The public may continue to complain of 
trusts, bad legislation, nepotism and many 
other wrongs unless tbey take an active 
part at the early primaries. Will the 
voter remember this now? 

Later: It is just announced through tho 
"daily press, that H. Hall, once a superin- 
tendent of schools in Waukegan and later 
a proficient educator of the blind, and a 
superintendent of the Jackson villo asylum 
for tbe blind under Governor Tanner, has 
been ousted from his office by Governor 
Vutes, to give place to a father-in-law of 
tho crovemor. This news in Waukegan 
circles is not helping the machine much.

When a reporter, working day and 
night, throws the ardor at youth or the 
pity of- age Into tragic scenes from 
court, where every one with a bright 
heart was In tears he denounces the 
newspapers. When an editorial— 
which he hunts for before- breakfast 
In order to know what to think Im- 
mediately after some momentous trag- 
edy — Is not exhaustive, he denounces 
the newspapers.

Good taste and 
the modest reserve of prlvute life too 
often tempt the critic to shrink from 
an open fight with oppression. One of 
the arts of the leading' criminals 
among politicians Is to scare off the 
private citizen by warning him" that 
evil communications corrupt good 
manners. But public spirit Is much 
more robust and efficient, says the At- 
lantic Monthly, when coupled with a 
familiar knowledge of the vulgar 
world.

While the passengers and crew to the 
number of 100 nrc safe, the vessel's hull 
Is so damaged that she will be n total 
loss. 

A convoy of empty wagons was at- 
tacked and captured by the Boers south- 
west of Klerksdorp (Transvaal colony).

On a strictly, party vote the Senate 
passed the Philippine tariff bill. The 
final vote, taken at 1 o'clock, stood 40 
to 20. There was an exciting scene in 
the Senate chamber during this debate 
between Senators McComns and Wel- 
lington of Maryland. The latter chal- 
lenged n statement of the former and' 
said If Mr, McComns would reiterate his 
statements outside the chamber he would 
tell him that he was not only incorrect, 
but tbnt ho uttered "a malicious and 
cownrdly falsehood."

Philippines -from -the 
UnltedStntes will bo required to pay the 
duties levied by the Philippine commis- 
sion, and paid on like articles from for- 
eign countries, while articles Imported 
into the United States from the Philip-' 
pines shall pay 75 per cent of the rates 
fixed by the Diiigley law, less nny ex- 
port trade upon the articles. All articles 
Imported free iuto the United States now 
shall be exempt from export duty in the 
Philippines. I

Supreme Court Gives Decision Which 
In a Victory for the Merger. 

The Supremo Court has "refused to al- 
low the State of Minnesota to file n bill 
of complaint against the Northern Secur- 
ities Company. The court Is of the opin- 
ion that it hns not original jurisdiction. 
The Stnte must begin its suit In the low- 
er courts. It follows, therefore, thnt 
there Is not to he a Bpccdy determination 
of the question-whtcb the Stnte ot MIn-' 
nesota Is anxious to have passed on. 

That question Is whether the laws of 
the State forbidding the consolidation of 
competing roads can be practically set 
at naught through tho machinery of a 
corporation organized under the laws ot 
another State, The question which the 
Attorney General ot the United States 
will raise In the suit soon to be insti- 
tuted by. him Is whether the Northern 
Securities Company does not -come under 
that provision of the anti-trust law which 
declares unlawful oil combinations in re- 
straint of trade. The Supreme Court hns 
decided thnt under the law all agree- 
ments In restraint of trade, even though 
not In unreasonable restraint of trade, 
arc unlawful. 

Attorney General Wallace B, Douglas 
ot Minnesota started the., proceedings 
Jan. 7, when he filed a bill, of complaint 
In the' case asking the Supreme Court 
to grant an Injunction against the merger 
interests.. It was asserted that the com- 
bluntlon- once effected the ronds wonld 
cease to build spurs Into lands owned by 
the State, causing the value of these 
tracts to depreciate.

Many Mlucm Swept to Death In a 

Colorado Siu>\v«Iitlc, 
The most terrible snowslide accident 
ever known En Colorado caused the death 
of from thirty to seventy-five men at the 
Liberty Bell mine on Smuggler Mountain 
Friday, Nearly all the buildings, ot tho 
Liberty Bell mine were carried down by 
the slide, all the hooks which ahow the 
number and names of the men employed 
being lost, so that the .death list mny 
not bo known until the rescuers have re- 
moved the Immense quantity of snow, 
rock* and logs from the canyon where 
the victims He buried. 

It seems thnt two slides occurred, prac- 
tically In the same place, the second bury- 
ing those Who were trying to rescue the 
victims of the first. The first slide oc- 
curred nt T:U0 o'clock lit the morning, 
while the men of the day shift were pre- 
paring for their work. About 200 men 
are employed In the mines nnd mills of 
the Liberty Bell company, nnd less than 
half of these were at- work nt the time 
of the accident, The others were In the 
boarding house or in the bunk house near 
by. Both these buildings were carried 
down the mountain side, ,'n distance of 
2,000 feet, and crushed to kindling wood 
by tons of snow. 
*It wns 30 o'clock before news of the 
disaster reached Tellurlde, two miles dis- 
tant. At once n number of men started 
for .the scene. Meantime the surviving 
employes of the Liberty Bell began the 
work of rescuing the victims of the slide. 
Several were taken out nllve,nnd a doz- 
en or more bodies were removed from the 
show, which Iny piled twenty-five feet 
deep in the bottom of the canyon. A lit- 
tle after noon n second slide, starting n 
short distance above the first, and prac- 
tically following its track, swept down 
the mountain side, burying in nny of tho 
rescuers, A third slide come down at 8 
o'clock, about one mile below the Lib- 
erty Bell mine, killing Bevem! men. 

The Liberty Bell mine is one of the 
three largest mines in the district, tho 
Smuggler Union nud the Tom Boy being 
the other two. It la owned by Kansas 
City people." Tho Liberty Bell Is located 
about a mile nnd three-quarters north of 
Tellurlde, and has an altitude of about 
12,000 feet nt the mouth of the tunnel.

Murder* Wife and Boarder and Then 
Tokos 111* Own I,lfc. 

Woodstock, 111., wns thrown into a 
Xrcnay ot excitement about 0:110 o'clock 
Friday morning by one of the most stnrt* 
ling double murders nnd suicides which 
has occurred In northern Illinois in years. 
Jenlous of the attentions of nn old man 
to his wife, ft bnsliand entered the rotm 
In which his wife nnd Anderson were 
and, with n revolver opened fire.

Benjamin F. Ellsworth was a well-to- 
do business man of Woodstock, owner of 
a large machine shop, Mrs. Ellsworth 
was a prominent society lady of Wood- 
stock, Amos Anderson wns 77 years 
old. ne wns before retiring largely in- 
terested In farm lands nnd waB. consid- 
ered to be the wealthiest man in Wood- 
stock, 

Something over a year ago he went to 
board at tho Ellsworth homo. He had 
been on very friendly terms wlth',the fam- 
ily for years and it was with the Idea of 
making his declining years ones of hnppl- 
ness that Mr. nnd Mrs. Ellsworth asked 
him to come and lire nt their home, It 
Is snid by intimate friends of the parties: 
thnt there wns no cause whatever for tha 
husband's jealousy. 

As to Ellsworth himself, old residents - 
of the town nssert thnt he bo.d n heredi- 
tary taint for the shedding of blood. It 
is recalled that his father, enrnged over 
a discussion with his hired man, seised 
a shotgun, blew out the man's brains - 
and then killed himself.

-ABSINTHE AND ITS ORIGIN. 

Fraucli I'hj-cfolaq Said (a B* the Itivent- 
. orol Ilia Stuff. 

Temperance people in Europe were 
recently much surprised at the discov- 
ery thnt the dendly absinthe "was or- 
iginally an extremely harm less med- 
ical remedy. , 

lt was a French physician who first 
used It. His name was Ordinaire, and 
he was living as a refugee at CouveL 
in Switzerland, at the close of tho 
eighteenth century. Like many other 
country doctors at' that time, he waa 
a druggist and his favorite remedy was 
a certain elixir of nbsluthe. of which 
he alone had • the secret. 

At his death he bequeathed the form- 
ula to his housekeeper, . Mile. Grand- 
plerre, and she sold It to the daughters 
of Lieutenant Henrold. They culti- 
vate I in their little garden the herbs 
necessary for concocting It, and. after 
they had distilled a certain quantity 
of the liquid they sold It on commis- 
sion to Itinerant peddlers, who quickly 
disposed of it in the adjacent towns 
and villages. 

Finally, during the first decade of 
the nineteenth century, a wealthy dis- 
tiller purchased the formula, and very 
soou afterward he placed on the mar- 
ket the modern absinthe, which differs 
greatly from the old medical remedy, 
since the latter contains no alcohol 
and very little absinthe.
